Washington, March 9 (AP)—In a 
few crisp words President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt urged 
the 
specially 
convened 
congress today 
to em­ 
power him 
immediately 
to open 
••sound" banks, to reorganize other 
banks and to provide currency ex­ 
pansion. 
Arrangements were sped in both 
senate and house to do his bidding 
once formal organization was com­ 
pleted. 
Throngs were gathered in the 
galleries to near 
the 
presidential 
message read while he remained 
at work at his White House desk. 
“Our first task is to reopen all 
sound banks.' ne declared and went 
at once into his immediate emer­ 
gency plan—“I ask of the congress 
the immediate enactment of legis­ 
lation giving to the executive branch 
of the government control over the 
banks for the protection of deposit­ 
ors; authority forthwith 
to open 
such banks as have already been 
ascertained to be in sound condi­ 
tion and other such banks as rapidly 
as possible and authority to reor­ 
ganize and reopen such banks as 
may be found to require reorganiza­ 
tion to put them on a sound basis 
Additional Currency 
“I ask 
amendments to the fed­ 
eral reserve act to provide for such 
additional currency adequately se­ 
cure at is may become necessary to 
issue to meet all demands for cur­ 
rency and at the 
same time to 
achieve this end without increasing 
the unsecured indebtedness of the 
government of the U. 8. 
I carmot .too strongly urge upon 
i) the congress the clear necessities for 
immediate action.” 
The president called those recom­ 
mendations ”*n essential prelimi­ 
nary to subsequent legislation di­ 
rected against speculation with the 
funds of depositors.”

Washington, March 9 (AP)—The 
time to be covered in the report of 
withdrawals by gold hoarders was 
broadened by the federal reserve to­ 
day to extend to the past two years.

Goering has appointed several of­ 
ficials of Lufthansa—German Air­ 
ways corporation—to posts in the 
new air ministry.
